ter this Pꝛotlamation made, vpon paine of his Mateſties grieuous diſpleaſure, aud ſuch 
further paines, as in the ſaid,Statutes and Oꝛdinantes be limitted and appointed. And 
further, that no Artificer , Laundzer oz TLaundꝛeſſe, other then ſuch as ſhall bee ſpect- 
ally licenſed, ſhall follow the Court : And they that ſhall be ſo admitted, to haue with them 
no maner of young childzen, o2 other ſeruants, either of men oz women kinde, then ſhall be 
ſpecially limitted and enrolled. And mozeouer, that no Officer of the Houſhold, noꝛ any 
other perſon oꝛ perſons lodged within his Mateſties moſt Honourable Houſe, doe ſuffer 
any Uagabonds, M iſterleſſe folkes, boyes oꝛ other idle perſons whatſocuer,to reſoꝛt into 
their Chambers, and Offites at any time, vpon paine ofimpꝛilonment in the Barſhalſeas, 
and further puniſhment at his Maieſties will and pleaſure, Allo that all Lozds and 
others that haue lodging inthe Houle, ſhall foozthwith ſend the names of theirſeruants 
to the Knight Marſhall to be Regiſtred; and ik they ſhall put any ol them away foz mil⸗ 
demeanour to ſend him to the Parſhall,thathe may be diſcharged attoꝛdingly. Further, 
that no chamber-keeper pzeſume to keepe boyes.o2 ſcrapersof trenchers, other then ſuch 
as ſhall be thought meet and connenient to be allowed. And laſtly, his Mateſtie ſtrait⸗ 
lychargethandcommandeth his Knight Parſhall, and all ſuch Officersand Miniſters 
as be attendant about the Court vnder him and euery of them, to doe their vttermoſt and 
beſt endeauourfrom time to time to ſee his Mateſties commandement, aboue ſpecified, ſpe⸗ 
cially obſerued, obeyed and kept, as they will auoide his Pateſties grienous diſpleaſure, 
and anſwere tothe contrary at their perils.
